The balloon was a very large 
and well constructed one, being about the 
height of a two story building, when inflat- 
ed and ready to cut loose from its fisten- 
ings. Messrs, Bannister and Thurston took 
seats in the cir attached to the balloon, and 
ascended safely and steadily. After ‘fe- 
maining about 4) minutes in the air, “‘suil- 
ing towards Toledo all the time, they 
alighted in the woods in the town of Riga, 
Lenawee couuty, near Knights station on 
the Southern Road, distant about 18 miles 
West of Toledo, Several men camo to the 
assistance of the adventurers, and they pro- 
ceeded to prepare the balloon for packing, 
to be taken back to Adrian. 

In doime this, the monster balloon was 
turned over and partially upsidé down, to 
disentangle the netting and to réach the 
valve. To dothis, Mr, Ira Thurston, one of 
the wronauts, took off his coat, and got as 
tride of the valve-block. He then suggest- 
ed that the car be detached from the bal- 
loon, while he should hold itdown with his 
weiglit, This proved a fearful calculation, 
for no sooner was the still inflated body ro 
lieved of the weight, than it shot into the 
air with the suddenness of a rocket, taking 
Mr. Thurston along with it, seated upon the 
valve of the balloon, and holding on to the 
collapsed sill of tho airship in! that portion 
of its bulk. In this perfeetly helpless cons 
dition, the ill-fated man sped straight into 
the sky in the fall sight of bis companions, 
even mors helpless than himself, So far as 
is known, there was no possible means for 
him to secure his descent, whether safe or 
otherwise, The part of the balloon filled 
with gas was twelve feet above him, so that 
there was no chance for him to cut it and 
ascape. He could only cling to his preen- 
rious hold, and go whithersoever the cur- 
ronts of nir.should tuke Iii.

Having made her affidavit, Dr, Webster 
was arrested and committed for trial, bail 
being refused, A bill of indictment against 
him was laid before the Grand Jnry yester- 
day, aud the trial will be proceuded with at 
once, 

It will bo remombered by many of our

The Burning of tho Austria.

ANOTHER OF PAs 
BENOERS, 

From Mr, Owen Peterson, one of the 
atoorage passongers of tho stonmer Austria, 
arrived by tho Princo Albert, our reporter 
obtains the following statement of the loss

Ono was swamped and cut in three Res 
by the screw, and another, tho one I was 
in, hung by the bow tackle until filled with 
passengers, Then we cut her loose at the 
suygestion of the occupants, there being a 
ve number on the tackle who remon- 
strated against our cutting the rope, Ifall 
liad got in the boat it would have gone 
down with the immense weight.

Tue Avruentic Stony ov tix Comer— 
Irs Guowtxo Batonyress.—Mr, W. C 
Bond writs of the comet from his telescopic 
porch in Cambridge Observatory : 

Doxami’s comet will, in 4 few days, ap 
pour to increase rapidly in size and bril- 
liancy. Jt will be nearest the earth on the 
9th of October, at which time its brilliancy 
will be nearly three times as great as on 
the 23d of Septemcer, and its distance from 
us about fifiy-two millions of miles. 


According to Mr. Hauw's computation, 
the tail of this comet, on the 23d inst, ex 
tended to the length of fifteen millions of 
miles. ‘The nucleus will be near tho bright 
star Areturus, Oct, 5th, and nearest the 
earth's orbit on the 20th. 

Some confusion seems to prevail in re- 
gard to thore being two comets, similar in 
appearance, now visible to the naked eye, 
but such is not the case. Downati’s, which 
is seen in the northwest after sunset, is the 
same which has been seen in the northeast 
beforo sunrise in the morning. This is 
owing to’the considerable northern declina- 
tion of the comet, with a right ascension 
differing but little from that of the sun. I

Maryland.—The crop is fully an average, 
but Jess per acre and better in quality than 
lastlyear. 

Virginia.—The wheat crop in this state 
is twenty per cent. less than last year for 
the amount of ground in cultivation, and 
the quality not much superior. 

orth Carolina.—The crop jn this state 
is probably nearer to a failure than in any 
other, The yield being fully fifty per cent. 
less than Jast year, and poor in quality. 

Kentucky—tThe crop is above the aver- 
age but less than Jast year; the quality is, 
however, unsurpassed. 

Tennessee —The crr.p is good, but under 
the average in yield per acre. The quality 
is F 

Missouri—The amount of wheat crop 
in this State is not fully known, but it will 
generally compare well per acre with the 
other Western States. 

Ohio —The yield of wheat per acre is 
fully twenty per cent less than last year, but 
from the increase of Jand cultivated, the de- 
crease from an ayerage crop will not exceed 
ten per cent. 

Jowa.—The accounts from the centre of 
the State in regard to the wheat crop are 
very gloomy. ‘The crop will hardly aver- 
aye ten bushels to the acre. Oats are gen- 
erally a failure. 


COMMERCIAL REVIEW. 
Montreat, Oct, 1, 1858. 


All accounts continue to agree in repre-| § 


senting the gualily of the Wlieat crop re- 
cently harvested in Upper Canada as very 
fine, though there is much diversity of 
opinion respecting the quantity. This fine 
Wheat being suitable for making the high- 
er grades of Flour, of which there is a ver: 
large consumption in the United States, is 
eagerly bought up for the American millers, 
who give a higher price for it than the 
quotations for Flour either in Montreal or 
New York will warrant. The Flour made 
from it is to a larga extent consumed 
in the interior towns of New York and 
New England, and never reaches the sea- 
board at all. In this way the Wheat is 
being rapidly drained off from all parts of 
U. Canada convenient for shipment, and 
very little is finding ils way or likely to 
find its way to Montreal, . 

We have often had occasion to remark 
the want of vessels to take the grain which 
would naturally go forward to market by 
way of the St. Lawrence. But at the pre- 
ent time there is a small fleet of vessels 
here waiting for cargoes and not likely to 
get any thing at this port. So uncertain 
are commercial matters. 

The accounts of extreme scarcity of 
money continue to come in from a great 
many quarters, but as the crops, especially 
of coarse grains, are acknowledged to be 
good, and as all kinds of agricultural pro- 
duce are readily saleable at good and ad- 
vancing prices, we do not see that this com- 
plaint should continue long. 

The scarcity of Pearl Ashes, has ad- 
yanced the price very considerably in Glass- 
gow. Manufacturers who can, will perbaps 
do well to make Pearls instead of Pots. 

The very dry season in Europe seems to 
have been unfavorable for the manufacture 
of Butter, as the price is rising in Britain. 
— Witness. 


Ecoxomy.—The London (C, W.) Pro- 
totype is informed that the Government are 
about materially to reduce the number of 
employces in the Customs Department.— 
Some of the minor ports of entry are to be 
deprived of Custom Houses, and in every 
town a reduction, more or less, of tho num- 
ber of hands engaged, will be mado. This 
retrenchment can well be put in force at 
present-—the decrease in our Provincial 
trade fully warranting it, And tho endea- 
vor to economise must recommend itself to 
the country in the time of unexampled 
pressure and pecuniary distress. We find 
the above paragraph in the Kingston News.

Remak 
observed the rhythmic contractions in the 
hearts of birds and mammals two days after 
death; and Em Rousseau mentions that a wo- 
man's heart had these rhythmic movements 
seven-and-twenty hours after slic had been 
guillotincd. It is not always, indeed, that 
tho pulsations cease gven when tho death has 
been gradual.

COLLIERY ACCIDENT, 


A few weeks siucé aifire broke out at the 
Page Bank Colliery, Durham, England.— 
Eighty men and boys were ia the pit, and 


‘| #8 the flames rushed’ up the pit’s mouth, 


their eseape appeared hopeless, As the 
pews spread, the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed, and hundreds of anxious relatives 
und sympathising spectators were soon con- 
gregated. Experienced meu were immedi- 
ately telegraphed for and every effort made 
to rescue tlhe unfortunate prisoners, © The 
Liverpool Courier says — 

For six and thirty hours the apparently 
doomed miners were in the pit, A body of 
fire filled the one passage by which they 
Could possibly be rescued, and how were 
they’ to be drawn alive from that fiery fur- 
nice! Those who were in the pit tell us 
of the variety of means they adopted to fill 
up the tine during their fearful captivity. 
‘They were in utter darkness, without food, 
and so far as they knew, beyond the pos- 
sibility of human assistance, “But they did 
wlixt they could, Some of them engaged 
ih prayer, and some in singing, while otliers 
again joked and told tales, to cheer the 
spirits of their sinking companions, when, 
in all probability, their own hearts were! 
overflowing with despair. One miner—and 
it is « curious mstauce of what some men 
will do under adverse circumstances says, 
“I lay down nt nine o'clock, and quietly 
slept the’ time away.” But what was the 
suite of affairs above ground? A vast 
number of people were congregated on the 
bank, and mothers, wives, sisters, brothers, 
ebildren, relatives, and friends, awaited the 
issue with fearful anxiety, They knew nb- 
thing of the state of affairs below, Every | 
miner, for aught they could tell, might be 
in the sleep of death; suddenly called 
Away} or what was worse, reserved for 
Siugering Agoniee, The fire in the shatt re- | 
quired to be subdued before those above | 
could reach the botitom of the pit, and for} 
many bours this operation went.on unre- 
Wittingly, the men working their way | 
down the pit step by step. At length they 
were able to report to those above that they 
could lear the sound of yoices below ; that 
there was life inthe pit. Eventually the 
bottom of the pit was gained, and at halt 
past eleven on Friday morning the first boy 
was brought up,alive and well. From this 
bour the colliers were sent up two atu 
tine, and the process went on for five hours, 
when it terminated in the saving of 76 men 
and boys. Some attempts have been made 
to describe the scenes at the pit’s mouth as 
one and another were safely brought to the 
surface, and one can partly imagine the in- 
cident of the aged miner who was ‘brought 
Up safely, but much exhausted, and the 
wild gush of joy of his son, who could only 
throw his bands Upwards aod exclaim, 
“Oh, father’ But the 76 persons reseued 
were not all who were in the pit. .

A Minister Hung for Marder, 


(Correspondence of the New York Times.)

It was the first ovcur- 
rence of the kind ever known to have taken 
place within the conpty, 

The prisoner exhibited the greatest anx- 
iety, that his father, mother aud three ebil- 
dren, who arrived in town last evening, 
should accomp. him to the seaffold and 
In this ho was grati- 
fied, so far as nppertained to. his father, 
| mother, and the youngest of the children. 
}'Tho other two were not permitted by their 
friends to be present, from an apprehension 
that the influence of so awful a spectacle 
would Jeavo impressions unfavorable to 
their future happiness. ‘They had attained 
an ago which would enable them fully to 
appreciate the dread scene and be influenc- 
ed by its memory. Not so, however, with 
thé youngest; she was yet too young to 
create any apprehensions of this nature. 

At 10:35 o'clock ho ascended the scaf- 
fold with a firm step and took his seat— 
He was accompanied by the Sheriff and 
clergy. Immediately upon ascending the 
scaffold, the Rev, Mr, Brown gave out the 
hymo, “ When I can read iy title clear,” 
with a request that all present would join 
in singing it. During this service the 
prisoner's voice was distinctly audible above 
all others. This part being concluded, the 
Rev. Mr, Sinith read from the 15th chapter 
of St, Luke, the parable of the prodigal son. 

>rayer was then offered by the Rey. Mr. 
Brown, the prisoner weanwhile responding 
audibly, He then engaged silently in 
prayer. At a quarter past 11 o'clock he 
stepped to. the front of the platform and 
with much feeling proceeded to address the 
assembly, THe attributed the condition to 
which be was brought to whisky, while 
there were, he, said, other additional causes 
at work to produce it. Whisky, said he, 
was the cause of committing the murder; 
whisky was the cause of his now being 
compelled to’ separate from his three little 
ones, from his aged parents, from the world; 
it had incarcerated him in juil for eight 
months and nine days; and, in a few 
minutes, he would, through its agency, he 
hurled into eternity. True, said he, I bave 
been a hardened sinner, but I trust by faith- 
ful and fervent prayer to God, 1 have gain- 
ed pardon, Many who are now present 
have heard me preach often, and [ trust 
they will take heed to this my last sermon. 
I freely forgive all who have offended me, 
and I trust that the same charity will be ex- 
tended to me by those against whom I 
have offended, Ihave made a confession, 
in which I have revealed all of my sins that 
I could recollect, which were committed 
while under the influence of liquor; but 
these are embraced in my repentance, and 
T expect forgiveness for them. Ie con- 
tinued very much in this strain for about 
three quarters oi an hour. At 12 o'clock 
he was executed. He was’ only 36 years 
of age,

Tt is our painful duty to announce the 
sad intelligence of one of the most awful 
events that has occurred in this neighbor- 
hood for some time past; an event greatly 
aggravated by the day on which it occur- 
red.

McLellan landed, 
and went towards his companions near the 
cmp, having both the gu and duck in his 
an sByndisent in the meantime, re- 
mained near the boat, It further appears, 
from the evidence, that McLellan, elder and 
Ibbotson were standing near the fire, and 
talking about the sport they had had— 
Ibbotson's hand being on MeLellan’s shoul- 
der—when the younger McLellan approach 
ed them as above described. They had not 
been many minutes together, in this posi- 
tion, when from some unknown cause, the 
gun went off, its contents grazing Ibbotson 
in’ passing, and severely injuring him in the 
bowels, ‘and going right through the body 
of poor McLellan the elder, who fell dead 
instaytly. Tbbotson Jies in a very precari- 
ous state, but his physician is hopeful of his 
recovery. A coronor's jury returned the an- 
nexed verdict—" That the said Willian 
McLellan, while in company with William 
E. Ibbotson, Robert Hyndman and’ Thos. 
McLellan, upon Sunday the 10th day of 
October, instant, at * Brampton Lake,” so 
called, in the township of Orford, came to 
his death by the accidental discharge of a 
gun in the hands of the said Thomas Me- 
Lellan,—the contents of the said gun pass- 
ing through the body of the deceased, and 
eausing his immediate death, and that from 
evidenve it appears that the said parties had 
been indulging freely in the uso of spiritu- 
ous liquor during the day.”

‘Townships are wide awake to the importance 
of the work, and are bound to carry it through. 
Thee efforts are not confined to individuals, 
but the Municipalitis will assist most libe- 
rally. A large amount of stock is expected 
to be taken up by the people of Rochester, 
who are deeply interested in the completion 
of the Road, as they would inevitably secure 
4 large portion of the traffic, not only in iron 
ore, &c., bnt also the great quantity of lum- 
ber and agricultural produce which would 
come over the road, Of the latter article we 
may mention, that there has been, we believe, 
more wheat shipped at Colborne this season 
than at any port on the Lake East of Toronto. 
We are informed that besides other grains, 
there has been not less than 100,000 bushels 
of wheat purchased at this port since the last 
harvest. The most of this wheat gocs to the 
Millers of Rochester, who manofacture from 
it their best brand of flour for the Boston and 
New York markets. This alone will explain 
why the city of Rochester should be interested 
in securing the Railway from Colborne to 
Marmora. The roud to Belleyille would de- 
prive them, not of the profits of the present 
trade, but of the future more lucrative trade 
in iron, 

It is evident that if the village of Colborne 
get the start of Belleville in this matter, and 
build their Road, ours will no¢ be, as the ne- 
cessity for it, on Provincial considerations, 
will be destroyed. What is our legitimate 
trade will be secured by a village with hardly 
a tythe of our population, with a distance one- 
third greater than ours from the Marmora Iron 
works. What will be their commercial life 
and prosperity, will be our decay and ruin, 
A Railway from this to the iron mines of Mar- 
mora, will make of our town a second Man- 
chester or Sheilield, while any other outlet to 
these rich mineral deposits, witll in the same 
ratio depress and restrict our growth. We 
argue not only on local grounds, but on Pro- 
vineial. A Road from Marmora to Colborne 
would necessarily carry thé largest quantity 
of the iron out of the Province, to be nanu- 
factured in Rochester, ‘They haye all the fa- 
cilities of coal and water-power conyenient— 
facilities which are wanting in Colborne. Man- 
ufacturing in Rochester would save the ex- 
pense of transporting the coal across the lake. 
The Yankees are too shrewd not to avail them- 
selves of these advantages, and the conse- 
quence would be that the profit accruing from 
the expenditure of capital in erecting facto- 
ries, workshops, &c., and in the employment 
of successful labor, would be renped ina great 
measure not by the people of Canada, but by 
their shrewd cousins on the other side of 
Ontario, 

However, the Road had much better be 
built to Colborne thah not atall, and if the 
people here allow their competitors to outstrip 
thei, it will not be because they have not 
been forewarned, or did not possess the ade- 
quate means or ability to complete the enter- 
prise. Let the activity and spirited determi- 
nation of che people of East Nortdmberland 
act as an incentive to tho people of this Coun- 
ty. It would be an everlasting shame and 
reproach upon us to lose an opportunity so 
fraught with important interests aud lucrative 
advantages to the County.

The Fall Assizes which opened on the 13th 
instant, by Judge McLean, concluded on Sat- 
urday last, The number of cases on the Dock- 
et was not so large ds usual.
